GREEN BAY - The eyes, 


large and dark and deep, tell 
nothing. The voice is articu- 
late, the words carefully mea- 
sured. But the face is mute. 


Capt. Ernest Medina has 


spent the past year in a 
p r e ssure-cooker. Now the 
pressure is off and he is a 
man in search of a normal, 
private life. But he realizes it 
may never be entirely normal 
or private. 


Recently 
acquitted by a 


military court of any criminal 
responsibility for the mas- 
sacre of civilians at My Lai in 
South Vietnam, the 35-year-old 
Army officer is now about to 
cut off a 16-year career and 
start from scratch. 


He appeared Thursday in

television interview on WLUK- 
TV. Afterward, he answered a 
n e w s paperman's questions 
briefly, impatient to return 
with his wife to a Marmette 
motel. 


What can you learn about a 


man in less than an hour? 
With some, the surface re- 
veals much of the inner man. 
With Medina, whose life ex- 
ploded into a public issue 
nearly two years ago, an 
iceberg's reticence conceals 
what is not visible anyway. 


He talks freely about the 


public issues, and about the 
obvious impact on his life. 
From the day the Army 
inspector - general questioned 
him about My Lai, he and his 
family "started to live on a 
day-to-day basis." 


Despite a professed faith in 


the military justice system, 
he had doubts about his own 
acquittal "up to the 


minute." When he faced the 
court-martial officer who read

Jobs are scarce — whether 


you get one, may depend on 


how you go about it! 


In a recent column, business columnist 
Sylvia Porter presented the views of a 
personnel director towards job interviews 
and we reprint it here as an aid to job- 
seekers. 


The job interview is your first and best single chance to land — 
or lose — the job you are seeking. If s where you and the prospective 
employer get the chance to get any feel about working together 
in that company. 


Do your homework on the company before the interview: the goods 
and services it sells, its business philosophy, its size and financial 
standing, its markets, competition, problems. 


Decide which of your skills and talents you will stress . . . 
you can contribute. Be able to tell the interviewer why you want 
to work for his company. 


Take with you extra copies of your resume and, if you are an artist, 
writer or photographer, examples of your work. Also take along 
copies of any letters of recommendation you may find useful. 


Present a neat appearance. And be punctual. Remember, no 
matter what your generation, your would-be employer probably 
belongs to an older, more conservative era than yours. 


Do not bring friends, relatives or ANYBODY along. 


Do not boast. Understate rather than overstate your qualifications, 
but, of course, don't downgrade yourself. 


Let the interviewer set the pace and direction; answer questions 
briefly and naturally. 


Have a fairly solid idea of what salary you want, but don't bring 
it up until the interviewer asks you. Remember to count in the value 
of fringe benefits . . . which average an extra 25 cents for every 
dollar you receive in basic pay. 


Don't hesitate to ask questions about the company or about the 
job for which you are applying. Good questions indicate interest 
and enthusiasm. 


Don't make promises you can't keep. This includes dates for further 
interviews which you know you might have to break. 


If you are asked to submit to some type of test — intelligence, 
aptitude, etc. — leave plenty of time for this procedure. And listen 
carefully to instructions regarding the tests. 


Finally, don't panic. Your world won't come to an end if you flunk 
the interview or the tests and miss out on this particular job. Just 
learn from this failure how to win the next time . . . and good luck!

ence T e a c h e r s Association 
meeting in the Pfister Hotel, 
Billings cited several issues 
which are being given superfi- 
cial and one-sided analysis by 
the public. 


Several Issues 


Included are paper recycling, 


fiber recovery from industrial 
effluent, and the effect of color- 
ed tissues on the environment. 


"Recycling is desirable in 


many cases and essential in 
others," Billings said, but he 
added that there are many 
problems that make 100 per 
cent recycling of paper not only 
impractical, but impossible. He 
pointed out that:

—Paper can be reused in its! 


own grade or downgraded, but 
not used to produce a higher 
grade. 


—Production of de-inked pulp 


from recycled paper creates 
serious p o l l u t i o n abatement 
problems that might not exist 
otherwise. 


—Continuous reuse of paper is 


technically impossible, because 
each tune fibers are used they 
lose some of their papermaking 
properties. 


—Much paper — from books, 


wallpaper and building materi- 
als, for example — is not 
available for recycling.

If standards are 
eased it will mean Wisconsin 
plants will be able to receive 
the "blend" price 
after 


shipping less milk to Chicago 
than formerly required. 


An 
adjustment 
would 


permit a realistic shipment of 
milk to the Chicago plants, 
according to Arthur Miller, an 
economist of Associated Milk 
Producers Inc., Fond du Lac. 


"The only thing that counts 


is what is really needed," said 
Miller. In past years plants 
could meet their qualifying 
requirements by shipping 
milk to Chicago even if milk 
was unneeded and simply 
returned to Wisconsin for 
processing.

for U.S. farm exports. 


Tony T. Dechant, president 


of the National Fanners 
Union, expressed a typical 
concern during a White House 
meeting: "In the long run we 
believe this surcharge will 


Invite retaliation which will 
fall heaviest on agriculture." 


Export Record 


However, USDA officials 


argue that although farm 
exports rose to a record value 
of $7.8 billion last fiscal year 
the level of agricultural im- 
ports also was substantial, 
some $5.7 billion during the 
same period.

surcharge. Most big items,

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A Maoist Influence In Ulster? 


There must have been many times in 


centuries of history when the British 
wished they couJd nut into effect 
Jonathan 
Swift's 
iongue-in-cheek 


solution for the "Irish problem." He 
suggested serving Irish babies for 
breakfast. 


The conflict between the Irish and the 


British has come all the way from 
Elizabeth I's take-over 
through 


.Cromwell's heavy hand, the numerous 
rebellions, the Black and Tans, the civil 
war among the Irish themselves over 
what sort of independence they would 
have and today's tragic and so-far in- 
soluble rebellion in Ulster. 


Whatever the background of the 


current struggle—and it is based upon 
religious and political disagreements— 
certainly discrimination against the 
Roman Catholic minority in the North, 
^suspicion and fears and the nasty 
problems that fanatics such as the 
Reverend Ian Paisley and Bernadette 
Devlin can create, right now no one 
seems ready to listen to reason. 
Representatives of th<! Republic of 
Ireland, the government in Ulster and 
the British government have met and 
continue to meet. The British have 
proposed some constitutional changes. 
Ulster installed martial law and 
arrested for detention purposes more 
than a hundred of the suspected mem* 
bers of the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army. They probably deserved such 
treatment but so did some of the 
"Prods." the Protestant fanatics. 
British troops alone keep a sort of peace. 
Few believe that without the troops 
anything but civil war would result. 


The British must wonder whether they 


. might not just throw up the whole affair, 
go home and let the Irish fight it out. But 
centuries of a certain kind of civilian 
living, whether right or wrong in the first 
place, is difficult to terminate. Colonial 
powers have found this out around the 


world, from Africa to Indonesia and 
especially where different races are 
involved. The Irish and the British may 
be both Caucasian but there seems to 
have been massive gaps in their at- 
titudes which have widened over the 
years. 


It appears now that the major hand- 


icap to a rational solution is the 
growing belief in the Republic of Ireland 
that this may be the time to demand 
reunification despite the fact the 
majority of those living in Ulster are of 
British extraction and would be opposed 
and fearful of discrimination 
them- 


selves. A former resident of this area 
and Lawrence University graduate who 
has been an exchange professor in 
Ireland, and spent several years in the 
Arab islands where he and his wife 
studied the people and customs, reports 
that where once 
he 
tnought 
the 


"troubles" in the North were primarily 
the fault of the Protestants, now it seems 
to be. the fanatical I.R.A. that is con- 
tifiuing the fight. There is also a Maoist 
clement in the latter which may seem 
completely out of keeping with the 
Roman Catholic Church but it appears to 
exist and be influential. 


There has been over the centuries 


oppression by the British, terror, little 
attempt to ease the days of starvation, 
housing and employment discrimination 
and that more subtle social aloofness 
that can hurt. But it also seems now as if 
the Irish are enjoying themselves, the 
I. R. A. and the possibility of civil war 
appear to be a pleasurable break from 
monotony, especially for men who were 
raised on the stories of the grandeur of 
the Easter Uprising when "a terrible 
beauty was born." 


With all due respect to William Butler 


Yeats, there is no beauty at all in war. 
Hopefully some of the sensible Irish, 
both north and south of the Ulster will 
be able to prevent more tragedy. 


More Advice From Martha 


Martha Mitchell continues to be the 


bright light in Washington — or at least 
the most colorful one. 


Restraint in buying? — not a bit of it. 


"The banks are loaded with deposits. 
Now if anything happened to .the 
country, what good would that money 
be? My advice is, if you want a new 
dress, go get it," Mrs. Mitchell told 
reporters covering one of her New York 
shopping sprees. 


It may not be all that easy to the 


majority of American housewives whose 
bank deposits are not loaded and whose 


husbands would rather have a new 
shotgun or fishing rod or snomo or even 
something other than hamburger or 
macaroni for supper. There's a hint of 
the let-em-eat-cake philosophy behind 
Mrs. Mitchell's views. 


Nevertheless she continues to be a 


refreshing alternative to what is 
generally a prosaic bunch of cabinet and 
senatorial wives in Washington these 
days. What we'd really like to hear is a 
debate or conversation or whatever 
between 
Mrs. 
Mitchell 
and 


Congresswoman Bella Abzug, 


No Way to Run a Congress 


Congressman Bella Abzug told the 


first meeting of the Wisconsin Women's 
Political Caucus in Madison that both 
the House of Representatives and the 
Senate should be composed of propor- 
tionate representations of men, women, 
young people, blacks, Chicanos, Indians 
and presumably other groups identified 
as such. But this raises a number of 
problems. 


In the first place it is contrary to the 


American tradition, in name if not 
alv. ays in essence, of the best person for 
the position whatever the race, sex, 
religion, occupation or any other such 
external conditions. This has not worked 
out completely, of course. Voters ex- 
press their prejudices at the polls. 
Candidates of many such grou, - are 
lacking or have had 
insufficient 


education or experience because of 
discriminator} practices in the nation to 
qualify them adequately. We have 
witnessed in the General Assembly of 
the United Nations what happens when 
narrow allegiances are placed above the 
overall 
importance 
of 
proposed 


legislation and projects. 


More than that, actual proportional 


representation could easily be used to 
work against the interests of members of 
minority groups. White Protestant 
women probably make up the majority 
of people in the United States. If others 
are to be placed in office in Congress 


according to then* race or religion or sex 
or political organization there could well 
be a situation developing similar to that 
in France before constitutional changes 
whereby deals were always made as to 
vote support in the corridors and 
cloakrooms. There is enough of that 
already in the United States Congress; 
we need no extension of it. 


It is true that many groups are in- 


sufficiently represented in Congress as 
in other governmental bodies. But the 
answer seems to lie in trying to get over 
the hang-ups about race or sex or 
religion and strong efforts to elect the 
most 
qualified people 
to 
office. 


Realistically this is visionary. But a few 
decades ago no one thought a Roman 
Catholic could 
even 
be 
on 
the 


presidential ticket, much less be elected 
to office. And while the presence of a 
black and a woman on the United States 
Supreme 
Court 
may 
seern 
to 
be 


tokenism sometimes, there has really 
been no outcry against them. Apparently 
we have managed to get past the 
religious differences, due in part to the 
strength of the ecumenical movement in 
the nation and some other parts of the 
world. Race and sex may similarily be 
considered less important in the choice 
of candidates in the future. 


Proportional representation? It isn't 


the answer. It is likely to cause more 
problems than it will solve.

Bombing May Indicate Nixon 
Has Few Cards Left to Play

Vietnam is not merely a 
military action. It is a political

expresses 


something gone awry in the 
President's plan for Vietnam. 


For Mr. Nixon has played 


virtually all his cards. But 
Hanoi, as a report from a 
recent visitor which is here 
revealed for the first time 
indicates, is still not disposed 
to come to terms.

George M. Kahin, an expert in 
Southeast Asian affairs who 
has been active for several 
years in trying to foster a 
negotiated settlement.

Suspicion Is Intense 


First, there is the basic 


outlook of the North Viet- 
namese regime. 
Premier 


Pham Van Dong made it plain 
that the elaborate suspicions 
of the past and the disposition 
to leave nothing to the free 
play of events are as intense 
as ever. 


If anything, they have been 


heightened by President 
Nixon's projected trip to 
Peking. Pham Van Dong said 
of the trip that it showed Mr. 
Nixon did not understand the 
Vietnam problem — "not even 
the elementary historical or 
geographical factors." 


Then there is the matter of 


relations between the first two 
points in the seven-point 
program presented by the 
Communists at the Pans 
pence talks on July 1. There 
had been unmistakable hints 
that Hanoi would separate the 
first point, which proposed the 
leturn of American prisoners 
in return for the withdrawal of 
all American forces, from the 
sprond point demanding the 
overthrow of the government 
of 
South 
Vietnamese 


President Nguyen Van Thieu. 


But Col. Ha Van Lau 


shattered any hopes on that 
score. He told Kahin: 'The 
essential part of Point Two 
that must be agreed upon and 
carried out in order to make 
agreements reached on Point 
One operative is only the first 
paragraph — that providing 
for the removal of Nguyen 
Van Thieu's leadership." 


The significance of these 


comments is made clear by a 
glance at the cards the 
President has to play when he 
makes his next big an- 
nouncement on troop with- 
drawal in mid-November. At 
best, Mr. Nixon can offer to 
take out all American troops 
and end all American air 
action over Vietnam by a fixed 
date in exchange for the 
return of American prisoners. 


What Incentives? 


But what incentive would 


Hanoi have to accept that 
offer? Well, one incentive 
would be to make sure that the 
United States did not keep a 
residual force of troops in 
South Vietnam indefinitely. 
But the unmistakable urge to 
be done with the war in this 
country, especially in the 
wake of the South Vietnamese 
election fiasco, almost cer- 
tainly makes the Communists 
feel that the President will 
have 
to 
withdraw 
all 


American troops, no matter 
what they do. 


Another incentive would be 


to weaken the government of 
President Thieu by the un- 
mistakable demonstration 
that all the American troops 
and their airborne equipment 
were getting out. But in the 
wake of the election fiasco, 
President Thieu's support at 
home is so shaky that Hanoi 
can hardly feel it has to make 
concessions to weaken him. 


Thus President Nixon is in 


danger of having the other 
side turn a deaf ear to the big 
offer projected for mid- 
November. Already the White 
House is casting ahout for 
ways to induce the other side 
to be more reasonable — 
particularly about prisoner 
release. 


In this connection, the 


recent bombing is particularly 
significant as a foretaste of 
what might be in store if the 
Communists are not more 
reasonable. Henry Kissinger, 
the chief White House aide for 
foreign policy, recently told a 
group in New York that the 
Nixon administration might 
have to reconsider its whole 
Vietnam policy in the next few 
weeks. And his deputy, Brig. 
Gen. Alexander Haig, has 
been visiting Saigon. 


Maybe the President will be 


able to come up with some 
new course of action in 
Vietnam. But the outlook is 
doubtful. The probability is 
that between .now and the 
election next year, the North 
Vietnamese will be doing 
whatever they can to pull the 
rug out from under Mr. Nixon.

speaker does play a key role in 
the legislative process, it is 
important to understand his 
exact responsibilities. 


Robert Huber is one of the 


senior members 
of the 


Wisconsin Legislature and 
leader of the Democratic 
majority in the Assembly, 
where he is serving for the 
second time as speaker. He 
was invited to write a guest 
column for John Wyngaard,, 
who is on vacation. 


The idea of the speaker 


actually originated with the 
British Parliament back in the 
13th Century. Throughout the 
history 
of 
the 
English 


Parliament, the speaker of the 
House of Commons has had 
two basic responsibilities: to 
represent the House in its 
relations with the crown; and 
secondly, to preside over the 
debate in the House of Com- 
mons and enforce the rules 
governing its proceedings. 


A study comparing the 


Wisconsin Assembly with the 
House of Commons done many 
years ago made this ob- 
servation concerning the 
British speaker: His duties 
are similar to those of men 
who decide disputes. He is an 
umpire. He has nothing to do 
with the appointment of any 
committees or guiding the 
House in its work." 


Has More Power 


There are two respects in 


which the Assembly speaker 
has considerable more power 
than his English counterpart 


First, he has the power to 
appoint the chairmen and 
members of the 25 standing 
committees in the Assembly. 
Second, the speaker has the 
responsibility for referring 
bills to committees for public 
hearings and the committee's 
recommendation. 


After 23 years of in- 


volvement with the legislative 
process, I well know the 
significance of these two 
powers. The future of any 
legislation 
is extremely 


dependent upon the com- 
mittee it is assigned tn and the 
composition of that particular 
committee. 


These two powers along 


with the authority of the 
speaker in applying the rules 
of the Assembly to debate, 
contribute to a powerful of- 
fice. There have been those 
speakers who believed in the 
rigid application of these rules 
— leadership of the "iron 
hand" variety. It is a method 
of leadership that I reject. 


My prime aim is to facilitate 


the progress of debate with as 
little reference to the rules as 
necessary. 


Does Apply Rules 


Certainly, 
I 
have no 


hesitation to apply the rules 
when needed. Dilatory tactics 
and other actions which are 
destructive of decorum and 
impede the legislative process 
should not be tolerated. What I 
seek to cultivate is respect for 
the legislative process as an 
effective and responsive way 
to resolve public problems. 


I would add that the 


Wisconsin speaker receives 
little in the the way of "ad- 
vantages" over his fellow 
representatives. 
For oc- 


cupying the "privileged" and 
powerful position of speaker, 
the legislator is given the 
spectacular extra sum of $25 
per month, which has not 
changed since 1929. While the 
material reward for the job 
may not be great, the sense of 
responsibility to the citizens 
is. 


A short quote from a speech 


I delivered in the beginning of 
this session best summarizes 
my philosophy regarding the 
position of speaker: 


"I fear power and I respect 


power. I don't intend to use 
power to support my own 
cause, but for the best and 
most constructive session of

They hold that whatever has 
been tested and found to be 
good in the past should not be 
discarded simply for the sake 
of expensive experiments. 


But what they preach about 


government, they lamentably 
fail to practice in industry. If 
they are to be consistent 
conservatives, they should 
point proudly to the wor- 
thiness and stability of the old 
elements in their cars. 


Newness for the sake of 


newness is a shallow, spend- 
thrift and radical attitude 
toward life. The genuine 
conservative holds fast to 
what has been proved ex- 
cellent in the past, and ap- 
proaches innovations with 
caution and suspicion. 


Apart 
from 
these 


philosophical considerations, 
there is the quite practical 
result that the intense and 
perpetual competition for 
newness destroys a good deal 
of wealth that is tied up in 
tools and dies; that it places a 
premium on gimmicks rather 
than on integrity of work- 
manship; and that it shouts 
"Newness!" so often that 
when a truly new car comes 
along, the motorist is skep- 
tical and jaded.
